An adult male white Bengal tiger, Thurston, was noted Lo be extremely thin such Lhal all his ribs ware visible and his 
hip bones wore protruding When asked about this animal, the licensee initially sad i* was an older animal but, en 
review pf records, this animal was noted to be born in 2007 and acquired by Ihe licensee on S''26'2012. No g-ne at 
ihe facility had noted how extremely thin this animal is nor had ihis been reported lo the attending veterinarian at the 
time of Ihe inspection 

Extremely thin body condition may indicate underlying problems with nulntwn or illness and should be conveyed to 
Ihe attending veterinarian so the animal may receive appropriate veterinary care, 

This ammal should be evaluated by a veterinarian by 1/14.'M13.
